RESUMES OFFENSIVE 


tondon, Jan. i4.-^Kussia has 
once 
more undertaken an offensive movement 
against two of the three nations she is 
fij^tiag. 
After a Jong period of inac- 
tivity her forces in the north are at- 
tmpting to penetrate from two direc- 
tions into East Prussia, where Russia 
several months ago sustained one of 
the most severe defeats of the war. 


In the Caucasus, Russian forces are 
again engaged in heavy fighting with 
the Turks who according, to official 
Retrograd advises have sustained large 
losses in the late encounters. 


In Galicia and Bukowina where Rtis- 
Bia's 
activities 
are 
directed 
against 
Austria there is now little activity, 
Bevere weather having checked military 
operations. 


On the western battlefields the fight- 
in» in the region of Soissons has de- 
veloped into an unexpectedly large pro- 


portion. 
Both the, Germans an4 tl»e 
allies aparently have thrown in heavy 
reinforcement» and definite defeat for 
either side might result in the reshapiof 
of the battle line over a long section 
of the front. 


Elsewhere along the front Germany ii 
believed to be sending in more troops, 
in response ;to the movements of Eng» 
land which ^is pouring in fresh soldier« 
weekly 
by 
the 
thousands. 
Ordinary 
passenger trafiic over railroads in Ger- 
many has been suspended for several 
days and it is assiuned that e.vtensive 
movements of troops are under way. 


Although the Kussiaji forces in north- 
ern Persia apparently offered no resist- 
ance to the Tiu-kish advance on Tiuflis 
small forces of Persians defended their 
countrj' but Avith no success. Of a guard 
of 400 Persian horsemen at Miandoab 
the "gateway to Persia" '^all but four 
were killed.

•with attempting to bribe C. H. Bronson, 
of the public service commission, in an 
effort to influence a .'decision in which 
the light company is interested. 
Weil 
"was brought here and soon afterward 
started for Charleston with the sherlif. 


4^PpHcation Iwas immediately made 
to Judge A. G. Dayton, of the federal 
district court, for the release of Weil 
on a writ of habeas corpus. |The writ 
was granted and officers expected to se- 
etxre service at Huntington, where Sher- 
iff HiU and AVeil would stop on their 
way to the capitaL 


Weil is one of the leading attorneys 
of Pittsburg and ?the company he rep- 
resents is the most important natural 
^ag corporation operating in West Vir- 
ginia. 
When arrested Weil was on his 
way'from the company's principal office 
in Pittsburg to Parkersburg, where he 
was to appear 
today 
in the federal 
court to ask that a master be appointed 
to 'take testimony in the litigation be- 
tween the public service commission and 
gas company. 


C. H. Bronson, the member of the 
public 'service commission mentioned . in 
connection with the alleged attempt at 
bribery, is a brother-in-law of Governor 
penry JD. Hatfield, and has been very ac- 
tive in'the work of the commission. At- 
tpjrney Weil also is ver>' well known in 
West Virginia, 'Joaving appeared befori- 
th^ commission a number of times in 
connection with a proposition by whicii 
the rates of natural gas to manufactur- 
inir'and domestic consumers were being 
hy the commission. 
On one occa- 
aloji the argument was so heated that 
¡4t|oniey Weil was asked to retire from 
tJus.'hearing. 
Mr. Weil is president of 
^ e Voters' Civic league of Pittsburg 
and several years ago was active in the

"I do know," the president says, "that 
the United States in its judicial proced 
urc is many decades behind every other 
civilized government in the world. 
And 
I say that it is an immediate and an 
imperative call upon us to rectify that 
bcrause the speediness of justice, the 
ready access of justice, is the crreatcr 
part of justice itself."

Man Seen in Speedway Race 
Captured by Germans 
in European War. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 14.—Robert Laly, who 
rode with Ren© Thomas in the car that 
won the 1914 Indianapolis 500 mile race, 
has been captured by the Germans, ac- 
cording to advices received here from 
France, and will probably remain a pris- 
oner until the end of the war. 
Laly dis- 
appeared shortly after the start of the 
conflict, and, as he had last been seen In 
the vicinity of Molsheim and Luneville. 
a region which saw some of the heaviest 
fighting, 
it was thought for a long time 
that he liad been killed. 


Now it develops that he was made pris- 
oner after a particularly fierce assault, 
in which his entire company had been 
surrounded. 
He has as companion in his 
misfortune another 500 mile race veteran, 
Robert F. L. Grossman, mechanician to 
Guyot in 1913, who was captured some 
time ago. The pair will undoubtedly look 
forward to the 1915 Indianapolis contest 
with more than the usual longing to be 
present.

total capacity of the course having been 
raised to 75,000, 15,000 in excess of last 
year. 


Seating tariffs in general remain the 
same as before, the only change being in 
gate admission, which is now 52 to all 
parts of the grounds. 
To offset this, the 
management has thrown open two stands 
on the soutli turn, accommodating 25,000 
people, at 50 cents each. 
The most de- 
sirable locations, naturally, are still those 
along the straightaway and 
first 
turn, 
selling at the old prices. 


As to attendance this year, the man- 
agement predicts a record breaker. The 
191» race will be the rubber contest be- 
tween E^^rope and America, both coun- 
tries having won two events each. For- 
eign entries, moreover, will be as numer- 
ous this year as ever before, speedway 
officials state, several surprises in this 
respect being scheduled to materialize in 
the near future. Lack of foreign touring 
attraction, too. It is thought, will help 
the gate somewhat.

Queen Helena^ has expressed deep

succor to the victims. 
The Duchess of 
Aosta has gone to Monterodimi, where 
she has installed herself, as a hospital 
nurse for the wounded.

Pope Awaits Report: 
Pope Benedict is awaiting a report 
from Monsignor Sagni, ardibishop of 
Aquila, on |the gravity of the situation 
and the probable loss of life. 
He has 
expressed a desire to go to the spot if 
hie presence is necessary to encourage 
end comfort the distressed. 


Tho anxiety concerning the province 
of Potenza seems unnecessary as the 
latest reports say that while the earth- 
quake damaged buildings 
there 
was 
no loss of life. The gieatest injury oc- 
curred in the villages around the ex- 
tingui^ed volcano. 


Director Driedlander, of tho Interna- 
tional 
Volcanological 
institute, 
at 
Naples, says the origin of the earth- 
quake is geological 
and not 
volcanic 
îrith its epicentrum in- the valley of the 
Garigliano river. ' The registration of 
the earthquake at the observatory last- 
ed for forty seconds and was so Adolent 
that the needles broke. 


Mount Vesuvius, according to the ob-

Describes the Scene. 


A young Italian driver who left Avez- 
zano a few «.minutes before th® earth- 
quake, give I» brief aocoxint of his ex- 
periences when he reached Rome at an 
early hour this morning.

timation of trouble was Avhenithe horses 
of his carriage suddenly rcfu.<ied to go 
further. 
They stood trembling, and at 
the saipc moment -there came a deiep 
rumbling like the roar of a railroad 
train going over a bridge. 
Three min- 
utes later the standing ,Avails of some 
quarries along the road had crumbled 
and were Ivine in dust coA'ered heaps.

From AA'ozzano there came the crios 
of thQ frightened people. 
Amid the 
roar of .falling houses could be heard 
the voices of women calling on the saints 
to help them. 
The city was imder a 
cloud of dust. 
To the'driver it looked 
aa if tho earth had opened to emit 
columns of white smoke. 


This young man , tried .to drive back 
to Avezzano, but he could make no head 
way. 
He and his- horses wore; blinded 
by the dust.

Many had received injuries and 
were dragging themselves through the 
dust and confusion in pitiable plight. 
Some wère so weak they fell by the 
roadside.

King Victor Emmanuel at a late hour 
last night left in a motor car for Avez- 
zano, accompanied by Gen, Bruzati, "one 
of his aides. Before leaving the city the 
king was reminded of the international 
Situation, it being "thought that this 
might keep him in Rome. To this sug- 
gestion the king replied: 
"The suffer- 
ings of my people are'nearer ray heart 
than anything else."

A mother or a father, or both, who Is 
deemed a proper person for the care of 
boys under 16 years and girls under 17 
years of age, but Avho arc too poor to 
support adequately his child or children, 
Avould, upon the order of the judge of 
the juvenile court haA'ing jurisdiction, 
be paid a sum equal to that which the 
countA' commissioners ' authorize be naid 


for the support of children Avho become 
Avards of the county in public institu- 
tions. 
The bill provides that the judge 
of the juvenile courts shall, before en- 
tering: such orders for payment of pub- 
lic fluids toward the support of depend- 
ent children, ascertain the circumstances 
under Avhich the child hus bceu living 
heretofore. 


Modification Held Certain. 


That there Avill be modifications of 
the present road laws by the legislature 
is the opinion of members 'Bio arc sur- 
prised somewhat by the number of bills 
introduced to abolish tho oflice of coun- 
ty superintendent of roads. 


Kepresentativea Joseph A. Coons, of 
Lebanon, and Lcav Harris, of Montgom 
cry, ofl'erecl bills draAvn to abolish the 
ofiice. 
Harris' bill also provides for 


tho division of tho tOAvnships into not 
more than four road districts, each of 
which would be under the control of a 
supervisor, elected by tho people for a 
terra of two years, Avhilc the county 
commissioners of each county shall di- 
vide the county into three road districts, 
each member of the board having juris- 
diction over a district. 
The commis- 
sioners Avould buy all material and au- 
thorixe all expenditures. 
Tho bill of 
Representative Coons is similar to that 
of Mr. Harris.
